TO BE DRAWN FOR 30 TH GA. IT POINTS OUT 30 TH GA WILL

COMITE OF 24 VISITING MISSION WILL LEAVE NEW YORK FEB 22 
TO VISIT LISBON FEB 23-25 AND CAPE VERDE FEB 25-MARCH 2, 

WITH FURTHER STOP AT LISBON BEFORE RETURNING TO NEW YORK MARCH 5, 

UN ANNOUNCED. MEMBERS WILL BE KELANI (SYRIA) , SUJA 
(CZECHOSLOVAKIA), DIAKITE (MALI), AND LASSE (TRINIDAD AND 
TOBAGO). 

OUTER SPACE LEGAL SUBCOMITE - 

AS SUBCOMITE FEB 19 DISCUSSED LEGAL IMPLICATIONS OF REMOTE 
SENSING OF EARTH FROM SATELLITES, STOWE (US) SUBMITTED 
WORKING PAPER ON DEVELOPMENT OF ADDITIONAL GUIDELINES AND 
REPORTED THAT INVESTIGATOR WORKING ON REMOTE SENSING DATA 
HAD MADE IT POSSIBLE FOR UNNAMED COUNTRY TO IDENTIFY FIVE PROMISING- 
AND PREVIOUSLY UNSUSPECTED-SITES FOR EXPLORATION OF POSSIBLE 
COPPER DEPOSITS. STATEMENTS WERE ALSO MADE BY REPS OF 
SWEDEN, UK, FRG, ARGENTINA, AND ESRO. 

STOWE ALSO REPORTED ON USE OF ERTS DATA IN SAHELIAN 
REGION AND STRONGLY OPPOSED RESTRICTIVE DATA DISSEMINATION 
SYSTEM. LIND (SWEDEN), WHO SPOKE OF GREAT 

POTENTIAL OF REMITE SENSING, BELIEVED THAT MOST OF IMPORTANT POLITICAL 

AND LEGAL PROBLEMS IN THIS FIELD COULD BE SOLVED THROUGH INTER- 
NATIONAL COOPERATIVE ARRANGEMENTS AT GLOBAL OR REGIONAL LEVELS. 
STEEL (UK) SUGGESTED IT MIGHT BE HELPFUL TO CONSIDER WHETHER 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CERTAIN GUIDELINES OR PRINCIPLES, TO WHICH THOSE CARRYING OUT SUCH 
ACITIVITIES SHOULD CONFORM, COULD BE EVOLVED, AND 
CITED PROVISIONS OF OUTER SPACE TREATY WHICH COULD BE

AGENDA WAS AMENDED TO PROVIDE FOR MORE DETAILED LISTING OF

ADOPTED BY COMMISSION IN AFTERNOON FEB 18. CHAIRMAN INVITTED 
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REPS OF UK, us, SWEDEN, THAILAND, GHANA, ECUADOR AND TUNISIA 
FOR FORM "NUCLEUR" OF WORKING GROUP TO CONSIDER TIMING AND

POLICY AND PROGRAM COORDINATION COMITE - 

COMITE FEB 19 CONCLUDED GENERAL DISCUSSION OF REVIEW OF 
AGREEMENTS BETWEEN UN AND SPECIALIZED AGENCIES, AGREED ON FEB 21 
AS DEADLINE FOR SUBMISSION OF PROPOSALS ON ITEM, AND DECIDED 
TO HOLD NEXT MEETING FEB 25 TO CONSIDER WHATEVER PROPOSALS 
MIGHT BE SUBMITTED. 

AMONG SUGGESTIONS PUT FORWARD WAS THAT BY CABRIC

PAKISTANI REP AGREED ON NEED TO AWAIT RESULTS OF SPECIAL SESSION. 

MRS. DERRE (FRANCE) ASKED WHY, IF IT WAS NECESSARY TO AWAIT 
RESULTS OF SPECIAL GA, COMITE HAD NOT ADJOURNED AFTER FIRST 
MEETING. MINCOUN KITCHEN NOTED THERE HAD BEEN LITTLE AGREEMENT 
ON WHAT HAD TO BE DONE, SAID IT WAS 

ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY TO HAVE A CLEAR NOTION OF WHAT COMITE HAD 
TO TACKLE IF IT WAS TO MAKE ANY PROGRESS, AND FAILED TO 
UNDERSTAND PROPOSAL (BY PAKISTAN) THAT COMITE MEET AGAIN TO 
FINISH ITS WORK SINCE, IT HIW VIEW, THERE WAS NO WORK WHICH 
COMITE HAD BEGUN. HE SUGGESTED COMITE COULD BEST FORWARD 
ITS RECORDS TO OTHER APPROPRIATE BODIES WITH VIEW TO RETURNING 
TO SUBJECT LATER. AFTER KITI (KENYA) STATED COMITE SHOULD 
TAKE DEFINITE DECISION AT THIS TIME, KITCHEN REITERATED HIS 
BELIEF THAT COMITE WAS NOT IN POSITION TO REACH ANY FINAL 
DECISIONS. 
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AT INFORMAL MEETING WITH UN CORRESPONDENTS, CHILEAN REP HUERTA 
FIELDED FOLLOWING SUBJECTS AMONG OTHERS, SPECIFYING THAT STORIES 
SHOULD NOT ATTRIBUTE RESPONSE DIRECTLY TO HIM: NO DATE HAD YET 
BEEN SET FOR SECY KISSINGER'S VISIT TO CHILE. ON WHO RECEIVED 
MONEY ALLEGEDLY SPENT BY CIA IN CHILE TO OVERTHROW ALLENDE, HE 
SAID "I WOULD LIKE TO KNOW," USG INVESTIGATING MATTER, CURRENT 
GOVT HAS NOT BEEN OFFERED MONEY, AND US IS "WONDERFUL" BECAUSE 
PEOPLE CAN TALK SO FREELY ABOUT INTELLIGENCE ACTIVITIES OF USG. 
CHILE NO LONGER HAS POLITICAL PRISONERS UNDER DETENTION, THOSE 
CONFINED HAVE COMMITTED SPECIFIC CRIMINAL ACTS; GOC STRONGLY OP- 
POSES CRUELTY AND TORTURE BUT SOME ACTIONS WHICH COULD BE CHAR- 
ACTERIZED AS TORTURE MAY HAVE BEEN COMMITTED IN CONFUSED SITUAT- 
ION AFTER SEPT. II, 1973. GOC BELIEVED IT BEST TO ALLOW OBSERVER 
MISSIONS INTO CHILE, THOUGH SOME WERE CRITICAL, "BECAUSE WE HAVE 
NOTHING TO HIDE," AND HE HOPED OTHER COUNTRIES OUTSIDE LA WOULD 
PERMIT INVESTIGATING MISSIONS. GOC WELCOMES FOREIGN CAPITAL IF 
LOCAL RIGHTS ARE RESPECTED. HE DENIED CHILE AND PERU MIGHT GO TO 
WAR, DID NOT UNDERSTAND WHY MEXICO BROKE RELATIONS, SAID GOC-PRC 
RELATIONS ARE GOOD, AND SAW NO SIGNS LEADING TO RESTORATION OF
